Close to 100 environmentally 
concerned Wilmingtonites hit some 
of the town's murkier water ways 
Saturday for the first Wilmington 
Watershed Cleanup. 

The all-volunteer squad hacked 
and waded its way through cleanup 
sites at Silver Lake, Lubbers Brook, 
the Phillips Avenue area and the 
library parking lot on Wildwood 
Street, In addition, a neighborhood 
group in the West Street and 
Suncrest Avenue area cleaned up a 
vernal pool there while a Veranda 
Avenue pick-up posse patrolled 
their own neighborhood. 

In the process, the crew hauled out 
"literally tons of stuff" and had a 
good, safe time doing it, too, 
according to Wilmington Conser- 
vation Administrator Anne Gag- 
non. 

"There was a great turnout and 
beautiful weather," Gagnon said. 
“And there were no mishaps at all 
ss» This was a really good time to do 
it. We really lucked out with the 
weather." 

And with the help the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission received 
in putting the event together. 

Wilmington's Joe Langone 
volunteered six men, a dump truck 
and a front-end loader to help cart 
away junk and debris sorted out of 
the selected areas. 

Some of the more unusual finds? 
In addition to the expected tires, 
trash and lumber, there was a giant, 
stuffed mouse, which became the 
Cleanup mascot for the day; a 
pocketbook complete with credit 
cards; and a few wallets. Word also 
had it that Silver Lake cleanup 
divers detected an automobile 
resting at the bottom of the lake. 

The Lowell Street Dunkin' Donuts 
provided complimentary coffee and 
donuts to the busy volunteers and, 
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when all the Wilmington 
DPW-donated trash bags were full 
and work gloves soiled, there was a 
Michelle's Ice Cream - giving hot 
dog cookout. 

At the-wrap-up festivities held at 
cleanup headquarters at the Glen 
Road athletic fields, there were 
drawings, with Cleanup T-shirts, 
binoculars, Body Shop gift baskets 
and other prizes being rafficd off.

But could face $400,000 in tax abatments 


Town has $287,000 surplus

The Town of Wilmington is 
looking at $287,000 budget surplus, 
according to Town Accountant 
Michael Morris, but Morris is 
recommending that the town keep 
those funds in reserve, primarily as 
provision for abatements. 

The bulk of the $287,000 comes in 
the form of a reduced Middlesex 
County Retirement System 
assessment as a result of a bill filed 
by Rep. James Miceli and signed by 
Gov. William Weld. This will save 
the town $255,000.

The town has also received an 
additional $38,000 in state aid and a 
Shawsheen Tech assessment 
decreased by $5,000, Statutory 
assessments were increased by 
approximately $11,000. 

In a budget update to Town 
Manager Michael Caira, Morris 
states that after consulting with 
Finance Director Joseph Peters and 
Principal Assessor Skip Moynihan, 
he is "recommending that the town 
maintain the operating budget as 
voted at Town Meeting and reserve 
these funds in order to address other 
financial issues .... 

"The town currently has several 
outstanding cases pending with the 
Appellate Tax Board, including a 
significant case with Sweetheart 
Plastics. The result of these 
abatement cases most likely will 
total in excess of $400,000," Morris 
states in the memo. 

"If the town did not have sufficient 
reserves, these funds would have to 


be raiscd by reducing operation 
budgets and possibly requesting a 
waiver of the Education Reform 
Act in order to set a tax rate," 
Morris warns. 

“The town cannot set a tax rate 
without funding overlay deficits ... 
therefore, it is my recommendation 
to apply any available funds to the 
overlay reserve account in order to 
address these potential deficits,” 
Morris states in the memo, 

"The town is faced with several 
serious but not insurmountable 
financial problems,” Morris’ memo 
concludes, "If the town is to resolve 
these problems, the town must 
continue to take a conservative 
financial course." 

Caira, who reviewed the memo at 
Monday's board of selectmen's 
mecting, said he "welcome[s] the 
savings from the Middlesex County 
retirement funds" and that he 
concurs entirely with Morris’ 
recommendations,

The bottom line... 


The bus is there

The Wilmington Finance 
Committee and the Wilmington 
School Committee agreed Tuesday 
night to fund a bus for the Nichols 
Street area for the duration of the 
1994-95 school year. But just 
where those funds will come from 
is still to be decided. 

During a nearly three hour 
meeting in front of some 50 
conterned parents, Finance 
Committee Chairman George 
Hooper squared off against School 
Committee Chairman Paul 
Palizzolo, who was before the 
fincom .asking-for the roughly 
$25,000 needed to lease an 
additional bus for this year. 

Hooper didn't sce the bus as an 
“unforeseen expense” and believes 
Palizzolo already has the necessary 
moncy in his own $13.8 million 
budget. 

"This $25,000 is less than two 
tenths of onc percent" of the school 


students in the heavily trafficked 
Nichols Street area. 

"It was unforeseen as to where 
these [newly enrolled] kids were 
going to land," Committeeman 
Brad Jackson said. 

Hooper also questioned the 
accuracy of a budget report 
submitted to the finance committee 
by the school board. He suggested 
that Palizzolo and School 
Commitice Business Manager Peter 
DeRocve meet with Town Manager 
Michacl Caira and Town 
Accountant Michael Morris to 
decipher the report and see if the 
school commitice indced has funds 
available for the additional bus. 
That mecting was agreed to by 
both sides, though no date has been 
set. 

"We just want to clear the air and 
get this thing looked at," Hooper 
said. 

If it is determined that the school 
committce docs need funds for the 


committee budget, Hooper said. Sbus, Hooper stated that he would

The school committee argued that 
increased student enrollment and 
the failure of a Proposition 2 1/2 
override last spring left them 
without a needed bus and thus 
more walkers, including many new

said. "I'll go to the wall for it.” 
As of Tuesday, the school 
commitice had voted to fund a bus 
through its own budget up until 
September 30, at which time it 
hoped the finance committee would

Nazzaro). 
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Pick-up the $25,000 tab and 
reimburse the school committee 
for the money it had already spent 
for the additional bus. 

Wednesday, the school committee 
was scheduled to meet with 
Palizzolo vowing to ask for a vote 
to fund the bus for the remainder 
of the school year. Palizzolo 
expects that vote to be an casy one. 

"I feel very confident that it'll 
pass," he stated, 

But even with that vote, the 
question of where the money 
ultimately will come from remains. 

Palizzolo insists the school 
committee doesn't have the money. 
Hooper believes it does. And 
Hooper also believes school 
committee budget figures, when 
analyzed in-depth, will bear him 
out. 

"They have a business manager 
[DeRoeve], we have a CPA 
[Morris]. There's a big difference 
there,” Hooper said. 

But the consensus from those in 
attendance seemed to be that the 
finance committee is just using the 
school committee budget issue as.a 
bureaucratic way of simply saying 
no. 

Jackson said he _ prefers 
"government by action rather than 
government by meetings. 

"If you're going to shoot us 
down, do it now," he told the 
Hooper. 

But Hooper was looking for 
answers from Palizzolo as to why 
the school committee could not pay 
for an additional bus with its own 
funds, Hooper's questioning had 
the flavor of a cross-examination 
and prompted Palizzolo to remark 
"you asked more questions today 
than at the budget meeting.” 

Palizzolo was backed up by 
residents, including Carol Neville, 
who asked why there were more 
questions Tuesday than when the 
budget was originally presented to 
the finance committee. 

"It was in balance,” was Hooper's 
repeated response before he 
slapped a bitingly rhetorical “is 
there something you don't 
understand?" at Neville, . 

But that wasn't the only 
unpleasantry at the meeting. 
Hooper also shot back at School 
Committeeman Bob Young, who 
previously had said the finance 
committee was "stiffing" the school 
committee, 

"If there's any stiffing going on ; 
here, it's the school committee to’ 
the people of this town." : 

Hooper later shouted Palizzolo 
down, calling him “out of line" 
when he suggested that school 
committee complaints of budgetary 
woes were “falling on deaf ears." 

Whether or not the school 
committee budget can withstand an 
additional $25,000 expenditure will 
be determined later. 

“I'm totally confused,” Nichols 
Street resident Tom Duffy said 
near the close of Tuesday's 
meeting. “Do we have a bus or 
don't we?” 

“The bottom line,” according to 

Hooper, “is that we're going to 
make sure there is a bus there.”

| warehouse space to the project. He formulated and developed the charity, and 
selected a board of directors who could help in the project, its development, 
spread the word about it, and seek financial and material support. 

The new charity’s first “customer” was a woman who had been referred by 
the Woburn Council of Social Concern, It was a woman who kept her 
children’s clothing in trash bags, because she had nothing else in which to store 
the clothing. Mission of Deeds gave that woman a bureau, and received its first 
smile of appreciation. 

To expand the awareness of Mission of Deeds Triglione put small notices 

* in local church bulletins. Slowly, through word of mouth and by connections 
made by board members and social agencies the number of requests kept 
| increasing. 

“Requests for household fumishings seem to cluster around the first of the 
month, when people move out of shelters. They often have nothing but a 
suitcase and a couple of children. “Most donations go to such people,” says 
Tany. * 

TOier the past year Tony’s team of volunteers have made 81 pickups of 
" furniture, and 50 deliveries. 

“J imagine their efforts, hefting 48 box springs, mattresses and frames, 32 
bureaus, 19 sofas, 20 chairs, 10 tables, six cribs, two bunk beds and many 
kitchen chairs, from the homes of donors, and to those of recipients, often up 
several flights of stairs. That's dedication!” 

Requests for services are increasing, says Tony. He would like to put more 
volunteers to work picking up and delivering furniture, repairing donated 
items, organizing them and writing a quarterly newsletter. 

Tony has hopes of raising $50 to $75 thousand a year, to cover furniture 
needs, cribs, mattresses and bureaus. Much of the furniture given to recipients 

| hasbeen donated but some of it is purchased by Mission of Deeds. Sometimes 

the demand exceeds the supply on hand.

Dear Larz: 

Seven and a half years ago, the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
entered into a contract, known as 
the cable television license, with 
Greater Boston Cable Corporation, 
who later transferred the license to 
Continental Cablevision. The 
license will expire as of February 
27,1997. 

For the purpose of negotiating a 
renewal license, the Federal 
Communications Commission de- 
fines the negotiation period, or 
"window" to begin 30-36 months 
before the current license expires. 
The Town of Wilmington's 
window “opened” as of February 
27, 1994 which currently leaves 
two and a half years to complete 
negotiations, 

The license between the Town of 
Wilmington and Continental 
Cablevision is quite extensive. The 
current license explains in detail: 
definitions; grant of license; system 
design; construction, installation 
and maintenance standards; line 
extension; services and program- 
ming; access commitments and 
policies; license fees; rates and 
charges; insurance and bonds;' 
administration and regulation; 
liquidated damages license 
revocation; subscriber rights and 
consumer protection; reports and 
performance tests; employment; 
miscellaneous provisions; and 
schedules. As you can see, it will 
not be a simple task to complete 
egotiations in a quick manner,

This is a matter which 
will require a great amount of time 
to be completed in a thorough 
manner. 

It is my understanding that the 
Wilmington Selectmen are 
currently reactivating the Cable 
Advisory Committee, It is time for 
you to let the selectmen and the 
Cable Advisory Committee know 
how you feel about cable television 
‘and what services should be 
provided for the future, 

You can inquire what kind of 
services are available by talking to 
friends, relatives, and 
professionals, not only in this area, 
but outside of New England as 
well, If you truly want services, 
you will have to survey what is 
available, 

For your own benefit, make 
certain that the Wilmington: 
Community receives services 
utilizing the latest technologies,as it 
is the subscriber's dollars which 
pay for cable TV.

" Recently, Money Magazine 
) published its annual list of the best 
, places to live in America (No. 
Boston wasn't rated Number 1). 
The survey uses over 40 criteria, 
which the readers rank in order of 
importance in determining where 
to live. Clean water was ranked the 
Number 2 concern this year after 
four years as Number 1, Clean air 
was Number 3 on this year's list. 
This indicates that environmental 
issues are major concerns when 
«qipeople determine the: livability of 
an area. ay ' 
The development and growth of 
,itowns in the past, however, did not 
vgive much thought to the 
environment, Witness the location 
of landfills of the 1950s and 1960s, 
which were built in areas of sand 
and gravel deposits. In many cases, 
these landfills were located over 
aquifers. The bulldozing and filling 
of swamps was also common 
throughout the country. 
« It is interesting to see how or 
‘priorities change with time. What 
was a concern years ago is no 
jjonger an issue. When the early 
1 


settlers came to what we now call 
Wilmington, their primary 
objective was good soil for 
growing crops. Water bodies, such 
as streams, were also a priority. 
Pollution was not the concern then; 
rather, it was the amount of 
“falling water" for the grist and 
saw mills, Population centers or 
villages grew up around the farms 
and mills. 

Access to commerce then became 
a concern, The construction of the 
Middlesex Canal, about 1800, 
provided a route to the Merrimack 


“Rivet in‘ Lowell and to"Bpston.” 


The railroad soon replaced the 
canal for transporting goods and 
people. It lead to a real estate 
"boom" along the rail routes, For 
example, the Silver Lake area 
became a summer resort area. 
Subdivisions grew up around the 
lake in both Wilmington and 
Tewksbury. The recreation 
provided by Silver Lake made the 
area attractive. Years later, the 
large number of homes on 50 foot 
frontage lots would threaten the 
lake.

Through roads such as Route 38, 
62, and 129 provided access to 
Lowell and Boston. Route 93 had a 
dramatic effect on residential 
development and industrial growth. 
The short commute to Boston made 
it attractive to both homcowners 
and businesses. 

Historically, then Wilmington 
was altractive as a place to live for 
the following reasons: 

Good soil, streams, access to 
commerce ,rguics, recreation, 
highway access, short commutes! 

Beginning in thefate 19603> 
pollution finally became an issue 
with the public. Like many 
communitics, Wilmington has 
faced many environmental issues. 
Here are some of the ways the 
town has acted to protect our 
natural resources over the last 25 
years. 

We have two water treatment 
plants to filer all the drinking 
water to meet today's tough water 
quality standards. Also we have 
Sanitary sewers in sensitive arcas 
such as the Silver Lake 
neighborhood. Without -these 
sewers, one of the oldest recreation 
areas would not be usable cach 
summer, An aquifer protection 
bylaw is used to control activities 
in critical areas. An underground 
storage tank bylaw protects the 
groundwater from oil and gas. 
Land acquisitions by the 
Conservation Commission and the 
water department protect wetlands. 
Finally there are the stream 
cleanups by local groups. 

If we were to start from scratch 
today and could lay out 
Wilmington the way we wantcd, 
most of us would probably do 
some things differently. However, 
since we need to live with what we 
have, we should congratulate those 
who preceded us. They did a good 
job developing the town based on 
the concerns of the time. It is 
incumbent upon us to plan how we 
want the town to look 
environmentally 25 years from 
now.

Fisher spiders, These hairy hikers 
are always found near water, most 
often in pairs, and they are quick as 
lightning. Zip! Gone! 

‘Another type of hunter forms its 
web into a throwing net, then drops 
it on unsuspecting passersby below. 
Yet another hunter is the Harvester 
spider, also called the Daddy Long- 
Legs. (P.S. if Harvesters carried 
‘bigger fangs, we'd all be in trouble. 
Their venom is supposed to be the 
most potent around.) 

Web spiders, on the other hand, 
stick close to home, Once they build 
a web they prefer to stay there, if 
the food supply remains steady. 
Spider webs come in a wide variety 
of shapes, from classic concentric 
“nets” to the flat "blanket" style and 

beyond. Well beyond, at times, 

A big, yellow-and-black "Garden 
Spider" spun her web in a corner of 
my mother's garden this summer, 
and I made it clear that nobody was 
to molest her. I can't say how many 
garden pests met their grisly (yet 
chemical-free) end in her web, but 
the heap of empty insect husks on a 
leaf below stood as quiet testimony 
to her labors. Thank you, dear. 

Blanket spiders, also common in 
this area, build funnel-shaped webs 
with a side pocket, where the spider 
can wait, safely out of sight, feeling 
for the wiggling strands, 

Out west, I found that loose, free- 
form webs, the kind that look like a 
jumble of lines strung without any 
apparent logic, were not good for 
your health. Those loose webs are 
spun by "comb-foot" spiders such 
as the Black Widow. I've never had 
to endure a bite, but I did see some 
huge Black Widows in the desert, 
with abdomens the size of a dime. 
One of them I found while 1 was 
running my hand along a wall and 
got a sudden urge to look under the 
edge, and found a huge Widow just 
inches from my fingers. Ohhh. 

I've never seen a Black Widow in 
New England, but I've heard they 
do exist here. More to fear around

ation - could be the next big 
splash heard round the ... well. 

“The salamanders that use 
vernal pools are large - up to six 
or seven inches in size - and 
spend most of their lives under- 
ground,” he says, “The only time 
they're generally seen by the 
public is the few nights a year 
they go to pools to lay their 
eggs. If you live in this area, you 
probably have them in your 
backyard - but never see them. 

“We've made an effort at pub- 
lic awareness, letting people 
know these things exist because 
most people find this kind of 
wildlife interesting and just 
don’t realize it’s there. By mak- 
ing them aware, they’re more 
apt to appreciate it.” 

The association hatched natu- 
rally at Reading High with the 
usual unusual Kenney style: lais- 
sez-faire with flair. “We call it 
‘the Vernal Pool Association,” 
he says, “leaving room, I guess, 
for future expansion to cover the 
world. 

“We’ve been doing vernal 
pool studies for at least 15 or 
more years as part of the field 
biology class. It’s just been one 
of my interests, that kind of ani- 
mal and wetland. Probably five 
years ago, we started to intensi- 
fy what we were doing and two 
years ago, ended up forming the 
association so as the kids put it 
‘we could share all this fun with 
other people’ 

“A core group of about five or 
six of us ate lunch together each 
day, and one day, we said, ‘Let’s 
start a club’ Within a couple of 
months we had an EPA grant, 
and we were on the map. It was 
pretty quick acceleration. Right 
now the numbers fluctuate. It’s 
been a loose amalgamation of 
people. 

“The way I run a club is 
there’s no real sign-up. It’s just 
you show up and you do some 
work. Membership is equated 
with doing something so there 
are probably about 15 people 
doing something at one time or 
another. 

“It’s never entirely clear why 
people get involved,” he contin- 
ues. “Usually, it’s just a matter 
of in class or after class, I’ll just 
be doing part of it and say, 
‘Here, we're putting this togeth- 
er. Why don’t you do ,it for a 
while?’ And some of them say 
if'$ fun and { say, “Good, Come 
by again’ 

“Or,” he adds, “how about 
‘my enthusiasm helps’?” 

All the qualities above trans- 
late handily into Kenney, the 
consummate professional and 
teacher. 

“Could we pretend to do 
something useful or something 
so it looks like I’m actually 
directing the class?” he asks a 
roomful of students who, for the 
most part, are seriously 
engaged in a host of biological 
functions. “Fine. Never mind. As 
you were. 

“This is an excellent group of 
kids,” he says, not to the class. 
“A lot of them are involved in a 
lot of this but not necessarily 
everything every day. They’re 
expecting a quiz to be coming 
on. That’s why there’s a mod- 
icum of study. They're not with- 
out their intelligence.” 

And then, he addresses the 
students: “While we're having 
this little break here, are there 
any questions that have jumped 
into your mind? ‘What happens 
to the nuclei or to the tube cell 
itself?’ The tube cell nuclei 
remains within the tube cell and 
then the whole tube cell and 
pollen grain, whatever is left, 
simply just deteriorates. It’s a 
non-needed structure. The tube 
cell nucleus is the nucleus for 
the tube cell. That’s a living cell 
and then the sperm nuclei go 
out through the end of it into the 
ovule and at that point, the old 
sperm tube and everything is 
useless so it just goes away.” 

He doesn’t know if most kids 
in the Vernal Pool Association - 
or for that matter, his honors 
classes - will continue in biolo- 
gy. “It seems likely they will,” 
he says. “They all seem to be 
scientifically interested or have 
that aptitude. It’s also just fun - 
a lot of them get started ‘cause 
it’s fun. 

“And then they find out it’s

sends a message 

The staff and administration 
have been working hard 
throughout the summer to pre- 
pare for a productive and 
rewarding school year, notes the 
superintendent. 

And these are their goals, in 
Tewksbury, as described by 
Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Christine L. McGrath. 

“The Tewksbury School 
Committee and the administra- 
tive team have drafted a set of 
systemwide goals for the 1994-95 
school year,” she-notes, in the 
Tewksbury edition of the “Town 
Crier.” 

The goals represent the third 
year of a five-year plan, span- 
ning the following key areas: 
curriculum and instruction, 
community involvement and 
school organization. 

“We will implement the new 
elementary reading program,” 
she continues, beginning with 
curriculum and instruction. 
“This program has a strong 
emphasis on literature and will 
strengthen the development of 
critical reading skills and read- 
ing comprehension. New science 
programs will be piloted at the 
K-12 levels. Faculty members 
have received training at the 
University of Massachusetts- 
Lowell, the Massachusetts 
Department of Education and 
Smith College in support of this 
work. A new elementary and 
health curriculum will be imple- 
mented. This program is funded 
through a state grant and will 
increase children’s knowledge 
about how the body works. 


“A special emphasis across 
the curriculum this year will be 
on the development of higher 
order thinking skills. Faculty 
and administration at Tewks- 
bury Memorial High School are 
developing a plan for alterna- 
tives to the general track.
